Asch was greeted by no one at 
the synagogue. During Neilah— 
the closing Yom Kippur service— 
he wept, saying later that as he 
prayed he recalled his native city, 
Kutno, Poland, and his childhood 
years. 

In a letter to Haaretz, Tel Aviv 
daily, Asch sought to deny that 
he had tried to buy an aliyah. 
But Haaretz said that “. . . we 
have no grounds for doubting the 
veracity of the report. 

Late last year, Asch left the 
United States, where he had been 
living in Miami Beach, Fla., with 
his wife, to settle in England.

He suggested that all powers 
“refrain from weighting the 
scales against us for this would 
inadvertently strengthen the 
prospect of a renewed assault 
and there is neither prudence nor 
wisdom in provoking an arms 
race by premature one-sided mili- 
jtary arrangements. 

He also expressed Israel’s anx- 
iety at failure so far to devise 
security guarantees to prevent 
‘the recent Anglo-Egyptian Suez 
canal settlement from _ over- 
throwing the present Middle East 
ern equilibrium.

WHEN KAFR KAMA’S youth, 
about 80 strong, enlisted in the 
police force after completing two 
years’ army service, that prob- 
lem became even more urgent. 
For, their religion bans inter- 
marriage. 

Voluntary recruitment into the 
police force in Israel and into 
Jordan’s Arab Legion is inter- 
preted as an expression of love 
for order and discipline. 

In contrast to many other Arab 
villages, Kafr Kama, perched on 
the Galilee hills, is neat and clean. 
Its houses are solid, built of 
black basalt blocks with red tile 
roofs and trim shutters. 

The entire make-up of the 
town, its orderliness and cleanli- 
ness, reveals a different type of 
inhabitant than the normal Gali- 
lee native. 

Other unusual features are 
Kafr Kama kitchens, boasting 
taps instead of the buckets and | 
jerricans common to every fel- | 
lahin household. A _ national 
water company pumped supplies 
from the main line, and the vil- 
lage council chipped in to pay for 
the new equipment.

THE MEN OF KAFR KAMA 
take the privilege of local govern- 
ment seriously. They still wear 
black astrakhan caps—as_ did 
their Caucasion grandparents. 

Last year they chose the first 
elected council in Galilee, seven 
members representing the two 
chief clans. With the exception 
of five Arab villages, all “minor- 
ity” councils are appointed by 
the government—and Kafr Kama 
comes in the minority category.

Even then her kindness 
did not stop, she gave them vege- 
tables from her own garden, and 
her husband helped paper their 
new quarters. 

For more than 20 years, Mrs. 
Zagoren was a farm wife. Wan- 
derers seemed to know they 
would always get food and a 
friendly word. One wanderer in 
particular stopped in twice a 
year regularly, and told and re- 
told his life story to her and her 
wide-eyed children as he ate a 
steaming plate of home-made 
soup. When he left, there was al- 
ways a bag of sandwiches under 
his arm. 

Now that she and her husband 
are running a small road lunch- 
eonette, Pop’s Stand, she finds 
many opportunities to help. Just 
recently a tired, weary looking 
man stopped in for a cup of cof- 
fee. He told her how he walked 
from Deep River to Haddam, a 
distance of six miles, and still 
had ten to go. 

Mrs. Zagoren mentioned the 
busses, but he shook his head; 
he had only that nickel for his 
coffee. When Mrs. Zagoren heard 
that, she quickly gave him sand- 
wiches to eat, and fare to get to 
Middletown by bus.

One teen-ager wanted to run 
away from home; he was bellig- 
erent and angry; he never saw 
eye to eye with his parents.

HE Arkansas Traveler will 
find, in Van Buren, a crude- 
ly-built memorial to Dr. Cyrus 
Adler, in his day president and 
leader of some of the major 
agencies in American Jewish life. 
Erected by the Mary Fuller Per- 
cival Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, the 
Cyrus Adler Marker, opposite the 
County Courthouse, stands on the 
site of the house in which Dr. Ad- 
ler was born in 1863. 


In a letter to Miss Belle A. 
Herzog, Dr. Adler’s niece, on June 
9, 1941, the regent of the DAR 
chapter explained the rough char: 
acter of the marker: 

“We are glad to erect the mark- 
er and only wish it could have 
been larger and a nicer one, but 
the chapter does not have money 
to spend after all dues and assess- 
ments are met. The high school 
boys offered to make it as a part 
of their vocational training.” 

Hand-lettered, the marker 
reads:

They All Are Jews 








He Served His Country Well 


Isaac Franks 
(1759 - 1822) 

SAAC Franks was the son of one of the most distin- 
guished American Jewish families of Colonial times. As 
a boy his imagination was fired by the growing movement 
for freedom from the yoke of English tyranny. When he 
was seventeen, the Revolutionary movement in the Ameri- 
can colonies burst into open warfare. Young Isaac equipped 
himself with a rifle and boots, and enlisted in the Colonial 

Army of 1776. 

He served under the command of George Washington 
and was appointed to the General’s staff. He carried orders 
and dispatches on the battlefields and became recognized 
as Washington’s right-hand man. In the historic Battle of 

° Long Island, with the colonists’ forces overwhelmed and 
fieeing in retreat from New York, Franks was captured by 
the British. He made a daring escape and rejoined Wash- 
ington. The war over, Franks, now a colonel, returned to 
private life. Washington never forgot his comrade-in-arms, 
and Franks became one of Washington’s closest friends. 

Among the patriots who fought to free the thirteen 
colonies in America from British rule, Franks’ name stands 
high. For, in the words of Washington, “He was a soldier 
who served his country well and was concerned more with 
the welfare of his cause than the glory of his person.”

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: My married name is an unusual name 
here in the United States and 1 am wondering what it 
means and from where it was derived. My father-in-law came 
from Rumania. ... The name is Stoper—Mrs. MAURICE L. 
STOPER, Chicago, Ill. 

STOPER is a trade name. It means “a mender of clothing” 
in Jewish. The name is usually spelled Stopper or Stopfer. The 
original bearer of the name was probably a tailor or a shirt- 
maker, not necessarily a mender only. Some trade names 
were assumed in a belittling sense, out of the bearer’s sense 
of humility.

—Meltsner. My father was born in 1870 in Memel, Ger- 


many (at that time)—PAUL MELTSNER, Flushing, N. Y. 
MELTSNER (more correctly Melzner) is a trade name. It 
refers to a dealer or cultivator of malt which is used in the brew- 
ing of beer. It also designates a brewer. Both the malter and 
the brewer were socially pre-eminent in Central and Eastern 


Europe. Before Jews had permanent family names the trade 
name usually acquired inofficial status for. several genera- 
tions.

that it came from Lithuania.—ELIZABETH PEILEN, Minne- 
apolis, Minn. 

EILEN is a family name of geographical origin. It is 
taken from the name of the village of Pelenie in the district 
of Swienciany, Lithuania. This little village had a population of 
94 with only one Jewish family. They were the innkeepers and 
it is very likely that they were the original ancestors of your 
family. Peilen in this case is the Yiddish adaptation of Pelenie.

It was a reputed clas- 
sic of hassidic lore of which I 
heard a great deal in my younger 
days: “Reb Abbe” by Z. Onoikhi.

WHEN I READ IT, I felt the 
content was rather thin and that 
it conveyed little more besides the 
mannerisms of speech of the hero. 
Even the mannerisms were not 
quite accurate, since my native 
White-Russian dialect of Yiddish, 
which the hero is supposed to use 
(it is all a series of soliloquies) 
comes out strongly affected by 
the standard literary Yiddish and 
by other dialects. (Thus, in our 
Yiddish there is no neuter case, 
but only masculine and feminine; 
some words have different mean- 
ings from what they have in the 
now standardized Yiddish—but in 
the book the hassid Reb Abbe 
talks as if he had been reading 
the Warsaw papers. 

Then I picked up the Yiddisher 
Kemfer and read Glatstein’s bril- 
liant essay on that book, where 
he says, quite rightly, that it was 
only good in its day, when the 
author himself used to read it in 
public and that the publishers in 
Buenos Aires used poor judg- 
ment in selecting it, in preference 
to books of more permanent 
value, for publication.

SO HOW CAN a smart fellow 
like that still claim that Yiddish 
is as important as Hebrew and 
that without Yiddish there will be 
no knowledge of Hebrew and all 
that claptrap? 

It’s a kink, that’s what it is. 

Now, Der Lebediger, the humor- 
ist of the Yiddish critics, whose 
feature in the Sunday paper I 
only miss when I am in Israel 
or when he does not write it, he 
has another kink: he is afraid of 
women. That is, women writers. 

In his “Literarisher Yarid” 
(Literary Country-Fair) on Sun- 
day, October 3, he tries to tackle 
the new book of short stories put 
out by Sarah Hammer Jacklin. 
He says he likes half of the stor- 
ies but not the other half. (Per- 
}sonally, I like three quarters of 
| the book. Like Der Lebediger, I 
|think that she is at her best 
when she depicts the life she re- 
calls from her childhood in the 
Pious hassidic small town in Po- 
land).

IN THE MEANTIME, he is be- 
iing ungallant to me. For in 1946, 
when Miss Jacklin published her 
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first collection of short stories I 
| reviewed it in the Forward (I 
fused to review in the Forward 
Hebrew books quite often and 
Yiddish books occasionally). I 
praised it—as I think it deserved 
to be praised. In publishing her 
second book in 1954 Miss Jacklin 
included two sentences of my 
essay in 1946, along with about a 
dozen other. Now Gutman-Der 
Lebediger mention all the quota- 
tions, except mine. That must be 
because all the other quoted have 
a more positive attitude towards 
Yiddish than I have. 

Yiddish started out as the lang- 
uage of the illiterate and the wo- 
men. This has given the Yiddish- 
ists some peculiar allergies. Der 
Lebediger is afraid to praise Jack- 
lin Hammer’s stories a) because 
she is a woman; b) because her 
forte is in simple unsophisticated 
—but excellent—writing, in the 
knowledge of human nature, 
without familiarity with the 
learned vocabulary. And so, Der 
Lebediger, while praising her 
writing, for its vividness and 
dynamism and fluency, finds it 
necessary to remark that there 
isn’t enough “psychology” in it. 

The Yiddishists like to show 
the Hebraists that it is not only 
the Hebraists who can be pedan- 
tic, but they, too.

THE CANDID COMMENTATOR, by Meyer Levin 

HREE new novels, each with a woman as a faith- 

figure, illustrate the wondrous range of works 
stimulated by the Bible, from pot boiler to poetic 
parable. They tell about the prophetess Deborah and 
general Barak, about Solomon 
and the Queen of Sheba, about 
Lot and his wife. 

The first is a formula job by 
Nathaniel Weinreb, who wrote

Worth Emulating

thing about the situation é6f Jews, and 
then find them contravening accepted 
Jewish religious practices. 

It is no different than the position of 


the sisterhoods and the brotherhoods, 
the ladies’ auxiliaries and the men's 
clubs. Their meetings are often packed 


(the women’s at least) but try and find 
these same men and women at prayer 
services. 

We hope other national organiza- 
tions will, by following the example of 
the UAHC, make this religious retreat a 
standard part of their national meetings. 


Natural Development 


I' helps to humanize some of the 
Jewish people whose names are asso- 
ciated with Hollywood glamor, like Dore 
Schary and Michael Blankfort, when we 
learn that they are little different than 
other Jewish parents. 

Both Schary and Blankfort have 
daughters approaching the marriageable 
age, and both, according to the story on 
Brendeis Institute in The Post for Sept. 3, 
are concerned that they choose Jewish 
boys for husbands. 

But Schary and Blankfort are not 
merely oddities, prize specimens of Hol- 
lywood’s Jews who are interested in 
Jewish life. 

For Schary has for a number of years 
now interested himself not merely in the 
peripheral Jewish activities which some 
Jews adorn themselves with, but with 


the very center and heart of Jewish 
needs—education. He has been ex- 
tremely active in the Jewish Theological 
Seminary’s West Coast branch—the Uni- 
versity of Judaism. . 


Their emergence as Jewish leaders 
follows the natural development in other 
Jewish communities. There is always 
the larger body of the Jewish community 
that is passively interested in Jewish life, 
and from which only a few step forward 
to take over positions of leadership. 


When Schary explains his “growth” 
from the time when he set up Christmas 
trees in his home for his daughter to his 
present interest in Jewish life, this only 
emphasizes the theme of the rapid de- 
velopment of the U.S. Jewish community 
in the past 10 to 20 years.

And only one in a hundred accompa- 
nies her sons and daughters to services. 

So, the plea of the B’nai B’rith Girls 
falls on deaf ears.

AIFA—From afar we have been following with interest and 
H some gratification the amazing progress and growth of Bran- 
deis university. In the few years of its existence it has justly 
earned support and approval from many elements in the Jewish 
community. Its academic standing is excellent. Its faculty num- 
bers many foremost teachers. Its rigidly fair 
non-sectarian policy affords ample opportunity 
to non-Jews to enjoy its privileges without dis- 
crimination, alongside of members of the Jew- 
ish faith, which sponsors and maintains the 
institution.

WE HAVE ANOTHER university here in Haifa, known as the 
Technion, the Israel Institute of Technology. There are close to 
1500 young Israelis enrolled in its various schools of civil, mechani- 
cal, electric engineering, chemistry, architecture, sciences, and other 
departments. Its share in the life and development of Israel is 
not small, since its graduates are the ones who will develop the 
industry and commerce of the land, keep the wheels of its factories 
turning, the waters flowing, the dynamos humming. Israel will 
some day become self-sufficient—and will no longer have to turn 
to American Jews for assistance—largely to the extent that the 
Technion can increase its output of sorely needed technical and 
other professional manpower. Perhaps American Jews have an 
interest in hastening that day. 

Yet despite the serious shortage of engineers and technologists 
in Israel, the Technion will this year turn away some 400 of the 
700-odd students applying for admission to the freshman class— 
for lack of room, There is simply no space—classroom or labora- 


tory—for more students. 


THOSE WHO WILL be the electrical engineers of tomorrow, 
responsible for the power lines and plants of Israel, are herded into 
confined, dark, basement rooms of a building erected 34 years ago 
when the needs of Palestine were considerably less than they are 
today. Those who will specialize in electronics and telecommuni- 
cations have more ample quarters in a shed some six miles from 
the campus proper—but there are bus lines, of course. 

The hydraulics laboratory, which deals with sanitary engineer- 
ing, irrigation, dams, etc. has physically burst through its walls, 
and part of its experiments are being conducted out in the court- 
yard. That is fine at this time of year when there are no rains; 
what will happen when winter comes? The professor just shrugs 
his shoulders. 

The architecture students are much better off, but that is only 
because they are cheating on the aeronautics department, and occu- 


pying some of the rooms in the latter’s building.

WHEN PROF. WALTER LOWDERMILK comes here in a few 
months to take up his post as head of the department of agricul- 
tural engineering, the Technion will see to it that he has an office. 
As for lecture halls, equipment, laboratories and other needed facili- 
ties—well, something may turn up by then.
